To Mrs Susan Price. 



Ripe and fnll of years, Mra Susan 

Woodruff Price bas been gathered o 
her fathers. A familiar figure to sev- 
eral generations in the place of her 
birth, there is not a home where sor 
row does not reign, where sympathy 
does not dwell. The writer knew lier 
first in the full maturity of her wife 
hood and motherlMod. Devoted to her 
fireside circle, slie waa a keeper at 
home One vivid pietaro ooama before 
me as my mind travels back ia remi- 
niscense. Her little boy, wImmb die so 
proudly idolized, i'tood beside lier at 
the cottage on the hill, (a high bill in 
that day J in her arms was another 
little man in long clothes: and her 
tiny twin daughters, Mary and Martha, 
were standing eyeing the callers with 
the unabashed gaze of childhood. 
Death broke into the little band and 
gathered as angels from Heaven two of 
thia ioveir group, and other children 
ftdknved to the grave till only two are 
left- William Cicero Price, aow of Dan- 
ville, and Martha Price Frfabie, who 
has lived with her motlier-stnee her 
widowhood. 

In her friendships Mrs Trice was 
real and true. Wherever sickness and 
sorrow entered, she, too, came in a 
ministering spirit: and not a few sur- 
vive who will remember her kind act- 
while life lasts. Tbe social side of her 
nature every drew lier aaMmg the 
youngpeople, while her seaae of huaMH* 
made her disUaetiy compaiaiooable in 
all cirelea. Her reign waa in an era 
when women were so poorly educated 
that their topics of conversation were 
limited to persons and things Books 
were scarce, opportunities for mental 
improvement were few, and the "vill- 
age gossip" was a known charrcter in 
every assembly. Amid these condi- 
tlona, and in tbis atmosphere, Mrs 
Price raae superior to the spirit of the 
age. Her voiee was geatle aad her 
heart was kind Her apeodi waa barm- 
less, and her judgeneat were ever in 
charity. Her senae of tbe eternal (it 
ness of things was finely adjusted. 
She was gifted with a superior mind, 
and was an artrst of no mean ability. 
Her paintings on velvet werecekhrat 
ed in that time of the domestic, femi- 
nine accomplishment : and 1 doubt, not 
that there is still in the family a cer- 
tain exqunite gown adorned by her 
brush to rival tiie daintiest Parisian 
fabric. Her artiaic geaiaa waa also 
manifest In ber love of flowera, hi the 
cultivations of which she waa aistlriBg. 
Her home was beautified by tbeir 
bloom, and the esthetic gave coloring 
to the prosy details of daily living. 

Mrs Price was one of a large family. 
Iler father, -lesse Woodruff, held a 
muncipal otHce in the town of Lancas- 
ter where .she pas.sed her life, with the 
exception of several years in Danville. 
She was the wife of a noble gentle- 
man, who represented our best citizen- 
ship in birth, edaeatioa aad right 
living- Dr Jennings Price, aow deeeas 
ed. There are some very aweet leaams 
to be learned from the record aiie has 
left us. And we who are approaching 
the sunset slope may well hope that 
life's fitful feverover, we may, like her 
"Wrap the draperies of our couch a- 
bout us, and lie down to pleasant

ATributeTo Mrs Susan Price. 
Full of years and o'f deserved honors 
alie baa p amed f roas among us She was 
a woman of kmg aad varied experiences 
much elMCkered la lier girlhood. In 
1833, Laneater bad a oMat terrible viai 
tation of Asiatic Cholera, aad during 
the selge her fatlier, motiier two sisters 
and brother were victims She was 
just seventeen years of age and was 
left alone with four younger sisters to 
battle with the vicisltudes of life. But 
she was one of those stron^,courageous 
characters of the 19th century. She 
married Dr Jennings Price in 1834. 
She survived liim fifteen years. Their 
union was Uesaed with seven childrer, 
five of which died ia iaffaaqr, raising 
two to maturity, Mr W C Price, of 
Danville, and Mrs Mattie P Friable, 
with whom she resided The latter 
years of her life were not laborious but 
pleasantly circumst ncei, her two 
children and five grand sons each made 
it their individual elTort to have her 
environments auspicions and happy. 
In ber faMi hoaia ahe was permitted to 
have all with her ta their affectionate 
attenUona to aooIlM her, a fit ending 
of such a hmg aad aaefttll life. She of- 
ten made pilgramages over county and 
town to minister to sick and dying. 
Many lovely flowers testified to tbe 
love aad veaetaMqa she held.
